lives, Three-fourths. of the people 
killed at this time have been non- 
occupants of motor vehicles while 
11 people have met -thei- ‘death 
while riding in automobiles, Only 
four out of the total of: 44 people 
have been drivers of these death- 
dealing machines. “Dhis “tietuality 
“Should make both passengers and 
non-occupants of motor vehicles 
realize that their lives depend upon 
the individuals who are behind the 
steering wheels of automobiles, 
The human factor {s the chief 
element in causing and preventing 
automobile accidents, Engineering 
or mechanical means and safe- 
guards are constantly making our 
highways safer. While the lack of 
these undoubtedly contribute to 
many accidents, still the skillful, 
Alert person usually survives oven 
the most. hazardous situation. While 
the blundering individual often 
manages to Involve himself or oth- 
ers in serious accidents despite all 
safeguards, the.human clement in- 
volved is termed as recklessness 
and carelessness. Not leas than 
three-fourths of our accidents can 
be laid to human frallty such as 
passing on the brow of a hill, 
drunken driving or operating ye~ 
hicles on the wrong side of the
